The  compilers  of  the  following  pages  have  tried  to  be 
accurate  in  the  names  and  dates.  We  have  used  ever}^  en- 
deavor to  secure  reliable  information;  however,  in  some  in- 
stances we  have  been  unable  to  get  all  the  information  wanted. 

We  dedicate  this  work  to  the  four  individuals  whose 
span  of  human  life  have  been  drawn  out  the  longest,  namel}': 
Wm.  T.  Rigg,  Geo.  W.  Coffman,  Alexander  Campbell  and 
Perneta  Clark  Adams,  the  three  former  having  been  born 
the  same  3^ear,  1813.  Alexander  Campbell  is  still  living  at 
this  date,  Januar}^  1912. 
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HISTORICAL 


The  name  Clark  is  derived  from  the  word  Clericus, 
meaning-  a  priest,  or  one  connected  with  the  service  of  the 
church.  It  is  an  English  name  and  distinguished  during  the 
time  of  William  the  Conqueror.  The  old  records  show  a 
varietur  of  wa3'S  of  spelling — Clarck,  Clearck,  Cleark,  Clearke, 
Clearcke,  Clerc,  Clerck,  Clercke.  The  name  was  quite  common 
among  the  early  settlers  of  Massachusetts — one  of  the  name 
was  on  the  Mayflower. 

Of  the  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  Clarks  the  first  of 
record  is  the  name  of  Francis  Clark,  who  settled  in  Vir- 
ginia in  the  year  1635.  The  names  of  the  George  Rogers 
Clark  family  are  similar  to  those  of  the  Guilford  family,  how- 
ever we  are  unable  to  trace  a  genealogical  connection.  Alex-^ 
ander  Campbell  relates  that  his  grandfather,  John  Campbell, 
came  from  Count)'  Down,  Ireland,  served  as  a  soldier  in  the 
Revolution,  and  further,  that  the  Clarks  of  Guilford  came 
from  the  same  county  in  Ireland.  Definite  history  of  the  fam- 
ily begins  with  the  will  of  Thomas  Clark,  who  died  at  Guil- 
ford Court  House  during  the  winter  of  1780-81.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  cop3'  of  the  will: 

"In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  Thomas  Clark,  of  the 
state  of  North  Carolina,  County  of  Orange  Yeoman,  being 
ver}'  sick  and  weak  of  body,  but  of  perfect  mind  and  memor)', 
thanks  be  unto  God  for  the  same,  and  calling  to  mind  the 
mortalit}'  of  my  body  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for  all 
men  once  to  die,  on  this  twenty-fifth  day  of  November  in  the 
year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty  do 
make,  ordain  and  publish  this  m)'  last  will  and  testament, 
that  is  to  say,  principally  and  first  of  all,  I  give  and  recom- 
mend my  soul  unto  the  hands  of  God  that  gave  it,  and  my 
body  I  recommend  to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  man-. 
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ner  at  the  discretion  of  ni}'  executors  and  surviving  friend^ 
and  concerning  such  vsrorldl}-  estate  wherewith  it  hath  please< 
God  to  bless  me  in  this  life,  I  give,  devise  and  dispose  of  th  » 
same  in  the  manner  and  form  following:  That  is  to  say,  ii.' 
the  first  place,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Susanna,  m)'  dearly 
beloved  wife,  the  sum  of  fift}^  pounds  in  gold  or  silver,  to  be 
raised  and  levied  out  of  ni}^  estate,  together  with  all  that  leg!- 
acy  that  William  Clark,  deceased  father  to  Susanna  Clark, 
did  bequeath  to  me,  at  his  decease,  together  with  a  feather 
bed  and  the  appurtenance  thereof — likewise  a  certain  black 
mare,  now  belonging  to  m}-  estate,  and  saddle,  which  articles 
I  do  bequeath  to  her  wnthout  exception,  whether  she  shall 
marr)'  again  or  no,  and  shall  likewise  have  an  absolute  right 
to  dispose  of  the  same  at  her  decease  as  she  shall  think  fit, 
but  if  she  shall  not  marr}'  shall  have  her  living  on  m}'  land 
during  the  term  of  her  natural  life.  Also,  I  give  and  be- 
queath to  m3^  well  beloved  daughter,  Sarah  Clark,  the  sum  of 
fortv-five  pounds,  in  gold  or  silver,  together  wath  a  feather 
bed  and  the  appurtenance  thereof.  Also,  I  give  and  bequeath 
to  m_v  well  beloved  daughter,  Catherine  Clark,  the  sum  of 
fort3'-five  pounds,  in  gold  or  silver,  together  with  a  feather 
bed  and  the  appurtenance  thereof.  Also,  I  give  to  m}-  well 
beloved  son,  Thomas  Clark,  one  hundred  and  eight3-nine 
acres  of  land  on  the  west  half  of  m^'  plantation  with  all  m)' 
improvements  and  clear  land.  Also,  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
my  well  beloved  son,  William  Clark,  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine  acres  of  land  situated  on  the  east  side  of  my  plantation. 
Also,  I  do  will  and  allow  that  my  two  aforementioned  sons, 
Thomas  and  William  Clark,  to  pay  to  my  well  beloved  son, 
Abner  Clark,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  in  gold  or  silver, 
and  if  he. so  incline  is  to  be  put  to  a  trade  at  fourteen  years  of 
age,  who  are,  also  all  my  sons  to  be  kept  on  my  plantation  and 
schooled  out  of  my  estate.  Also,  I  do  will  and  allow  that  the 
executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament — James  Carson 
and  James  Carr — executors  to  make  sale  of  a  certain  tract  of 
land  belonging  to  my  estate,  situated  on  the  waters  of  the 
Broad  river,  in  South  Carolina,  and  that  the  price  of  said 
land  be  by  them  kept  and  reserved  for  the  sole  and  only  use 
of  my  youngest  son,  Abner.     Also,   I  do  will  and    allow  that 
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ithe  executors  of  this  1113-  last  will  and  testament  do,  out  of 
a:i\  estate,  pQ.j,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  all  my  lawful  debts  to- 
^•ether  with  coffin  and  burying-  charges.  Also,  I  do  hereby 
utterl)'  disallow,  revoke  and  disannul  all  and  anj^  other  for- 
mer testaments,  wills  and  leg^acies,  bequests  and  executions 
by  me  in  any  wa}^  before  the  time  named.  Willed  and  be- 
queathed ratified  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  will  and  tes- 
tament. In  witness  whereof  I  do  hereunto  set  m)'  hand  and 
seal  the  day  and  year  above  written. 

Thomas  Ci,ARK  (Seal)" 

This  will  was  witnessed  b}^  Wm.  Strain,  Jolm  l^ay  and 
William  Williams.  The  August  court  of  1781,  Orange  county, 
ordered  the  will  recorded  on  the  testimon}^  of  John  Ra}-  and 
William  Williams.  Thomas  died  shortly  after  this  will  was 
written,  for  Susannah,  his  wife,  was  a  widow  at  the  time  of  the 
battle  of  Guilford,  March  15,  1781.  The  children  related  the 
following  occurrence:  "A  British  officer  accosted  her  with  this 
question,'  Are  you  a  loyalist,  or  an  American  (Tory)?'  She 
answered.  'I  am  a  helpless  widow  with  six  children,  but  I  am 
an  American.'  Saluting-  he  replied,  'Madam,  you  are  the  first 
honest  woman  I  have  found  in  America.'  "  Susannah  did  not 
survive  her  husband  long-,  for  Abner,  the  young-est  son,  was 
raised  b)'  a  Quaker,  and  accompanied  him  to  Kentuck}^  about 
the  year  1795.  Thomas  and  Abner  often  related  their  exper- 
ience on  the  day  of  the  battle  of  Guilford.  The  cannon- 
ading frig-htened  the  boys  ver}^  much  and  they  clung  to  their 
mother.  It  is  very  probable  that  William  Clark  was  the  old- 
est of  the  family,  for  he  served  as  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution- 
ary war.  Before  the  year  1800  the  six  children  had  found 
their  way  into  Kentucky.  Sarah  married  Charry  Tinnen, 
and  died  in  Kentucky.  Mary  married  Colonel  New,  and 
spent  her  days  in  Kentucky.  Catherine  married  a  minister, 
McAdoo  by  name,  and  we  presume  ended  her  days  in  the  blue- 
grass  state.  William  Clark  remained  in  Kentuck}'  with  his 
family,  with  one  exception,  James,  his  son,  migrated  to 
Brown  county  in  1835,  and  settled  in  Missouri  township. 

The  two  youngest  boys,  Thomas  and  Abner,  who  watched 
the  camp  of   Cornwallis'    soldiers    from    their  mother's    door 
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at  Orangeburg,  are  the  children  in  which    we    are  especiallj^ 
concerned.     Thomas  married  Mar)'  Anthon)',  and  Abner  mar,^ 
ried    Nancy    Goram.     The    children  of    these  families    grevp 
to  manhood  and  womanhood,  and  man\'  of  them  were  wedde^  • 
before  the}'  left  Kentucky-.  y 

Calvin,  the  oldest  son  of  Abner,  was  the  first  to  come  tec 
Illinois.  He  came  in  1830,  just  before  the  ''deep  snow."  H^? 
was  proud  of  the  fact  that  he  was  first  to  scatter  blueg"rass> 
seed  in  the  new  country,  and  demonstrate  that  it  woulcl 
succeed. 

Harrison  M.  Clark,  son  of  Abner,  with  his  sister,  Inetta, 
and  her  husband,  Alford  Wilgus,  left  Logan  county.  Ken- 
tuck)',  and  came  to  Illinois  in  1833.  They  owned  a  wagon  to- 
gether and  each  owned  a  horse,  thus  they  were  able  to  make 
the  journey  to  Illinois. 

Abner  Clark  and  wife,  Nancy,  in  company  with  their 
younger  children,  Francis  A.,  (commonly  called  Dick),  Abner 
Angel,  Catherine,  Purlina,  Delilah,  and  her  husband,  George 
W.  Coffman,  left  Logan  county,  Kentucky,  and  journeyed  to 
Schuyler  (now  Brown)  county,  Illinois,  arriving  in  October, 
1835.  When  they  reached  the  prairie  regions  a  fire  was  en- 
countered. Francis  A.  Clark  was  driving  the  horses  and  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  through.  George  W.  Coffman  was  driving 
the  oxen  and  came  near  being  overwhelmed  in  the  fire.  Nanc)' 
rode  on  horseback  the  most  of  the  way,  and  it  is  said  of  her 
that  she  followed  the  dogs  in  a  bear  hunt  when  a  girl.  She 
is  described  as  a  very  strong  woman.  Perneta  and  her  hus- 
band, Banjamin  Adams,  came  to  Illinois  in  the  year,  1833. 

Wm.  T.  Clark  came  in  1836.  Lucinda  and  Hannah,  the 
oldest  daughters  of  Thomas  Clark,  came  with  their  father  to 
Illinois  in  1839.  Hannah  married  Wm.  O.  F.  Campbell,  and 
died  soon  after.  Lucinda  then  married  this  same  man,  and 
died  ten  years  later,  leaving  one  son,  James  A.  Campbell. 

Wm.  Anthony  Clark,  the  oldest  son  of  Thomas,  married 
Mahala  Roberts,  in  Logan  county,  Kentucky,  April,  1832, 
and  came  to  Illinois  in  the  year   1837. 

Hiram,  the  second  son  of  Thomas,  married  Mary  A.  Hick- 
man in  Logan  county,  Kentucky,    in    the   year   1835.     They 
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moved  to  Moniteau  county,  Missouri,  in  1839,  and  on  his  lands 
grew  the  little  city  of  Clarksburg-.  Many  of  his  descendants 
are  prominent  in  that  part  of  the  state  at  present. 

Eleanor,  daughter  of  Thomas,  was  united  in  marriage 
with  John  W.  McDowell,  a  Presbyterian  minister,  in  the  year 

1835.  They  first  came  to  Illinois,  but  later  located  at  Clarks- 
burg, Mo. 

Susan  Clark  became  the  wife    of    Anthony    Hickman  in 

1836.  They  settled  in  Moniteau  county,  Missouri,  in  the  year 
1838. 

Mary  Clark  was  united  in  marriage  with  Alexander 
Cam.pbell  in  Logan  county,  Kentucky,  1838.  They  came  to  Il- 
linois in  1840.  Mr,  Campbell  had  previously  visited  Illinois 
in  1836.  He  is  still  living  at  the  ripe  age  of  ninety-eight 
years  and  seven  months. 

Abner,  Thomas  Milton,  Sarah,  Elizabeth,  Henry  C, 
and  Robert  Newton  came  with  their  father,  Thomas  Clark 
to  Illinois  in  1839.  Alford  lies  buried  in  Logan  county,  Ken- 
tucky. Sarah  Elizabeth  married  Henry  Miller  in  the  year 
1844.  Afterward  moved  to  Hickory  county,  Missouri,  where 
she  died,  leaving  two  sons. 

It  seems  proper  to  mention  some  fatalities  in  connection 
with  this  history.  George  Coffman,  son  of  Delilah,  lost  his 
life  in  a  wolf  hunt,  by  falling  and  discharging  his  gun  while 
running  along  a  woods  road  to  intercept  the  wolf  when  it 
should  cross.  Henry,  son  of  Harrison  Clark,  died  of  measles 
at  Humbolt,  Tenn.,  while  in  the  United  States  army.  Finis 
P.,  son  of  Harrison,  was  killed  at  a  sawmill  in  Arkansas. 

Much  could  be  written  concerning  the  many  individuals 
whose  names  appear  on  these  genealogical  pages;  suffice  to 
say  that  all  the  avocations  of  life  are  here  represented,  some 
more  prominent  than  others,  but  we  trust  that  all  are  actuated 
by  the  highest  motives  in  this  life.  These  poetic  words  are 
fitting  here: 

"Like  leaves  on  the  trees,  the  race  of  man  has  found; 
How  green  in  youth,  now  withering  on  the  ground. 
So  generations  in  their  course  decay; 
So  perish  these,  when  those  have  passed  away."
